“the Siberian railway ‘for-supplying 
the necds of thelr army, or per- 
hops none at all—in which case 
Russin could hardly have gone on 
with a war which put such an un- 
dreamed of strain on industry, 
beyond .the spring of 1915, This 
may serve as a lesson in case of 
future wars or alliances with 
Russia, 

Russia, which Is still an Im- 
“mensecly populous country, 
impotent except” in ‘alllance witl 
a highly Industrialised. power. 
Among her neighbours the only 
one that fits this description is 
Germany; all the other industrial 
countries (England, —_ France, 
America, perhaps: Japan) can 
only maintain communtcstions 
with’ her western regions, which 
will decide tho milltary issue, by 
the most dificult and devious 
. channels, ° 

Russia, both old“and new,.is a 
country of many natlonalities,, so 
that we cannot very well speak of 
nu Russian character covering the 
whole of Russia, 

There ts: something. resigned and 
brooding about them, and they will 
often follow up-one action with a 
completely contradictory one which 
takes us, with our ways of think- 
ing, completely by surprise.

The great difference between the 
German advance Into Russia in 
1915 nnd Napoleon's in 1612 ts that 
in 1812 there were no rollways, so 
that the French. advanced in lines 
with n norrow.. front, which meant 
that their rearward communicu- 
tlons were In great danger; in other 
words, they were handicapped in 
every possible way by the size of 

‘ the country. _ : . 


The Germans a hundred years 
later took the railways, with them, 
which made thelr communications 
safe, especially aa they advanced 
on a broad front; hence the size 
of the ‘country only. militated 
ogalnst (hem in so far os,they were 
out to attack the enemy; after- 
wards, nnd as soon ns the rallway . 
was functloning, it shrank and lost 
much of its _perilousness. : 

With modern plonecring. tech- 
nique, destruction of railways, 

cs Youds calitr a mercly 
momentary delay, hence it only 
affects troops in purauit, not com- 
munications. - 

The tragedy of the German offen- 
sive in Russia in 1016 is that when 
the Lord had delivered the Rus- 
sian army into our hands we threw . 
away our chance of annihilating it 
because that was no part of our 
(ie. ‘Falkenhayn’s) plan, having 
been dismissed in advance os hope- 
less. After. the loss of the battle - 
of the Marne, almost the only thing 
left for us—apart from‘an invasion 
of Erighind—was to dispose of tho 
Russian army completely and then 
concentrate our whole sirength on 
the western front. We might have 
done this during the spring of 1916

The Russian army thus did the 
same thing in the cast as the - 
British mavy did {n the west;

When at the end of 1917 the 
Unlied States on their entry into 
the War conceded to the Japanese 
special privileges in China, In 
order thot their. rear might be 
secure, Japnn reached the height 
of her power and began. openly to 
preact}:a kind _of Monroe. doctrine 
for the Far East. Moreover, .by 
1917-18 when every British and 
American ship was needed for ser- 
vice in Europe, Japan had estab- 
lished: her commercial supremacy 
In the Pacific” and? was” “uble~t 
build a large merchant ficet.. 


Tho permanent results of tho 
war years for Japan were:—(1) 
the removal of the German (In- © 
cldentally the smallest) obstacle, 
and the further thrusting back | 
of Russia in Manchuria; (2) the 
rank of a respected great power 
‘with a population of 90 millions, 
which overshadows the Far East 
and without. whose consent no- 
thing can be undertaken in that 
quarters; as against that (3), a 
new political estrangement from 
Great Britain and the United 
States, who are concerned at all 
costs. to. prevent.ijrom = shutllng 
the door against therm in China, 

Since. Japan cannot concern 
us as a theatre of war’ within 
any measurable fulure, we need 
not. deal with her territory and 
may content - ourselves with ‘a 
few .words about.the Japancse 
character, :

Hongkong, which was a desolate 
Island when ceded {to Britain in 1841, 
has on area of thirty-two square 
miles, Further territory was added 
‘in 1698—the rocky peninsula of 
Kowloon and a number of other
